Is Run Down And Captured:

LONDON, Feb. 17—The British admiralty announced today 
that British destroyers—deliberately entering neutral waters— 
drove the German naval auxiliary ship Altmark ashore on the 
Norwegian coast, killed four of its crew and wounded five and 
rescued between 300 and 400 British merchant seamen whom

Premier Johan Nygaardsvold and 
Foreign Minister Halvdan Koht ef- 
fected contact with the British 
legation here and expressed their 
consternation that the Altmark 
“battle” had occurred in Norwegian 
waters,

Premier William Aberhart rose 
and declared, “That is not true.” 
Continuing, Mr. O'Connor declared 
that the government favored con- 
scription of men and wealth. 

There were cries of protest 
from Social Credit members who 
declared they favored conscrip- 
tion of wealth ahead of men, 

At this point Mr. Speaker Peter 
Dawson intervened and ruled the 
O'Connor amendment out of order. 

Failure of the government to pro- 
vide soldiers serving outside the 
province with facilities for voting, 
drew criticism from Mr. O'Connor, 
He said the cost would be no more 
than sending a ballot box and re- 
turning officer to England. 


DUGGAN OPENS ATTACK 

Mr. Duggan opened his attack on 
the provincial bank bill as soon as 
Mr. Low moved the motion for sec- 
ond reading. 

This act authorizes the executive 
council to obtain $500,000 from the 
general revenue of the province to 
be used in applying for and obtain- 
ing a charter for establishment of 
a provincial bank.

Firing his shots for hoisting of 
the bill, Mr. Duggan charged that 
he was impelled to the one con- 
clusion that this bill was being 
used and brought into the house 
solely for political purposes. He 
recalled that in 1936 a resolution 
had been passed in the legislature 
authorizing the government to 
proceed to obtain a charter. 

The next year, he contended, the} 
government changed its policy, He) 
submitted that plenty of time had 
been available for testing a prov- 
incial bank system, but now that a} 
general election was imminent this| 


bank legislation was being rushed 
through. 


CHARGES DUPLICATION 

He submitted that in operating a 
bank the province would be in op- 
position to established banks and 
therefore, would be duplicating ser- 
vices. While he himself had no ob- 
jection to taxation being levied on 
banks, he recalled that taxation of 
these institutions yielded annual 
revenue to the province of about 
$300,000 and yet the province was 
proposing to spend $500,000 in es- 
tablishing a competitive system. 

Directing momentary attention to 
the war, Mr. Duggan said that every 
dollar saved would mean a contri- 
bution of that amount to the success- 
ful conduct of the war. 

Disappointment was expressed 
by Mr. Duggan at the results 
achieved by the Bank of Canada 
and he deplored that it had not 
Proved a more useful instrument 
for the people of Canada, So far 
as the western provinces are con- 
cerned, they would be just as well 
off if the bank had never been 
formed. 

That the provincial government 
had not sufficiently studied the 
bank plan, was the contention of 
John J. Bowlen, Liberal, Calgary. 
He charged that the plan was being 
used solely for a catch phrase or for 
political propaganda. 

“I object to that statement; he 
should withdraw it,” contended Mr. 
Low. 

Continuing, Mr. Bowlen said it} 
was his understanding that the gov- 
ernment proposed proceeding with 
the plan and would ask for special 
concessions in the charter, which he 
said would be turned down, The 
government, he said, would then use 
the refusal for political purposes,

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No Scarcity of Men 


Britons of any age may enlist in the 
Finnish forces. There is no restriction to 
men not in the classes covered by Britain’s 
conscription law. 

This can only mean that the Allies are 
not hampered by a shortage of men, nor 
facing a prospective shortage. If such 
were the case, only men not liable for 
enlistment in the British forces would be 
allowed to volunteer for service with the 
Finns. Important as it is that the Finns 
be given help, it is vital to them and 
all other self-governing peoples that the 
Allied ranks be kept full and plenty of re- 
serves in sight. 

The contingents from Canada, Austra- 
lia and New Zealand have been welcomed 
oversea not on account of their numbers, 
but because they are good fighting men 
and because of the proof they give that 
the Dominions are solidly aligned with 
Britain and France. 


Who Bought the Bonds 


The first war loan brought subscrip- 
tions totalling $375,000,000. As $50,000,- 
000 represented old bonds converted, cash 
orders amounted to $325,000,000. Only 
$200,000,000 of new money having been 
asked for, the subscriptions were scaled 
down in proportion to this figure. Count- 
ing in the bonds converted, the amount 
allotted was $250,000,000. 

Altogether 178,363 applications for 

bonds were made; against 24,862 applica- 
tions for bonds in the first war loan raised 
during the former great war. More than 
96 per cent of the applications were for 
blocks of bonds from $50 to $5,000, with 
an average of $664. There were 121,407 
orders for amounts of $500 or under, aver- 
aging $235. Nearly two-thirds of the 
$250,000,000 came from individual sub- 
scribers, as distinguished from corpora- 
tions. 
"Next to the fact that money was thus 
made available for carrying on the na- 
tion’s war program, the outstanding and 
satisfactory feature of the sale was the 
great number of buyers and the high per- 
centage of orders from persons of small 
and moderate means. 

The significance is plain. The ‘‘com- 
mon man” is interested in the war, wants 
to make his dollars fight, and does not 
intend to leave it to wealthy persons and 
powerful corporations to do all the fi- 
nancing and collect all the interest. 


Only Fear Restrains Them 


Berlin’s claim that its submarines 
have a “theoretical” right to sink any 
United States merchant ship en route to 
an Allied port or contraband control sta- 
tion explains its practice, as well as its 
views regarding its immunity from sea 
Jaw and custom. Berlin only claims the 
“right” to sink United States ships; it 
hasn’t sunk any of them. And it has had 
plenty of opportunity. 

But it has made relentless war on mer- 
chant ships of other neutral! nations. Its 
U-boats have torpedoed Norwegian ships, 
Swedish ships, Danish ships, Belgian 
ships, Dutch ships, Greek ships, without 
warning, even when the commanders of 
the pirate craft had no means of knowing 
whether these ships were bound to Allied 
ports or control stations. Last Saturday 
one of them sunk a Netherlands merchant 
vessel en route from New York to Rotter- 
dam. Another one only failed to torpedo 
a Norwegian ship en route from the Unit- 
ed States to Norway because the torpedo 
blew up before it was fired and sank the 
submarine, 

Ships of the big neutral are spared, de- 
spite the “theoretical right” to sink them 
Ships of smal] neutrals are sunk without 
warning, without enquiry as to destina- 
tion, and without mercy for the crews 

Fear of the consequences is all that re- 
strains the Nazi chiefs from ordering the 
U-boats to treat United States ships «as 
they treat the ships of other neutral coun- 
tries, 


Tokyo Calls a Halt 


The Japanese authorities have inform- 
ed Chiang Kai-Shek they do not intend to 
chase him any farther into the wilds of 
mid-Asia, and will be obliged if he surren- 
ders without any more unpleasantness, 
Concurrently Chiang’s forces rolled back 
one end of the Japanese too far-flung bat- 
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tle line and recaptured a town at the other 
end. 

Neutral military observers interpret 
the message to Chiang as meaning the in- 
vaders have “stopped winning the war,” 
that their men and materials are wearing 
out, and that it has become a question of 
holding the territory they occupy. It is 
not suggested the Chinese can expel them 
by a general offensive; merely that the 
tide of invasion has ceased to flow. The re- 
verse movement may or may not start 
soon, and may be even slower than the 
two-and-a-half year advance. 

Since Chiang has been able to main- 
tain authority over a considerable part of 
the country, keep his army in fighting 
trim, and has the active assistance of 
swarms of guerrilla fighters back of the 
Japanese front, he is by no means likely 
to accept the invitation to surrender, call 
it a drawn battle, and make peace on the 
basis that the invaders keep what they 
have gained. The war, like the one in 
Europe, may go on for years. 

The encouraging fact is that aggres- 
sion in one theatre has apparently fallen 
short of its objective, and the aggressors 
must now fight to keep what they can of 
the spoils. Its army stalled far from 
home, its foreign trade shrivelling up, its 
economic strength ebbing away, one ag- 
gressor state is looking for a face-saving 
arrangement to stop its war of conquest.

The Bulgarian cabinet has resigned. 
The premier was an autocrat and his chief 
lieutenant a pro-Soviet advocate. What- 
ever the new cabinet may stand for, it can- 
not well be more out of sympathy with the 
cause of the democracies. 


Okanagan fruit growers have a sur- 
plus of 300,000 boxes of apples. Unlike the 
wheat surplus, the surplus apples cannot 
be carried over into the next harvest sea- 
son. Nature will dispose of them, if con- 
sumers do not, leaving next year’s prices 
to be determined by the summer’s crop. In 
this the apple-growers have an advantage 
over the wheat-growers. 


Herr Goering says though food is none 
too plentiful in Germany, “We are not 
starving.” That will assure any in other 
countries who may have feared that the 
effects of the Allied blockade were falling 
upon civilians, women and children. The 
weakening of Germany's military and 
economic power, not the starving of its 
people, is the object in view. 


Ten survivors from a Swedish steam- 
ship reached a British port and reported 
their vessel had been torpedoed without 
warning on Sunday, sinking in three 
minutes. Twelve of the crew were miss- 
ing. It is not of practical importance, but 
it would be interesting to know by what 
sophistry men can make themselves think 
a crime of that kind is not a crime.

lighy. Summing up, however, the editor came 
very close to giving the federal government that 
direct and emphatic mandate to carry on with 
the vigorous prosecution of the war which the 
premier now seeks from the people of Canada. 
“There is, in fact,” the Montreal Gazette ad- 
mits, “only one issue before the people. It is a 
question as to whether the present government 
should be replaced by another, and what other; 
whether the prosecution of the war has been so 
faulty as to justify recourse to an alternative 
which, in plain truth, offers, at the best, un- 
known values and no very certain betterment.” 
This “plain truth” really is the most salient 
fact to be borne in mind during the campaign. 
The question is not whether some mistakes tem- 
porarily were made in the sudden and gigantic 
transition in Canada from a peace-time to a war- 
time economy, but whether any other party 
could have made a better record, or has the 
experience, judgment and leadership to be en- 
trusted with the formidable tasks of government 
at this time,

The Mississippi legislature has passed a bill 
giving school children free text books on civics, 
with the express reservation that those for Negro 
students contain no instructions in such princi- 
ples as voting.

seldom has its case put, it is 
only fair that this reasoned 
analysis of the objectives of 
one of the world’s great powers should receive 
some publicity and attention. 

Japan is angry at Germany; that is made 
abundantly clear, But she will not break off 
diplomatic relations with the Reich, nor assist the 
Allies in any way. Rather will she pursue an in- 
dependent foreign policy of her own, trying to 
drive a shrewd bargain for herself out of this 
position of isolation.

In particular, Japan does not want to make 
any open break with Germany, even though she 
regards the Reich as a renegade, because any 
such rupture of diplomatic relations would pre- 
judice Japan’s friendly relations with Italy. 
Ths is an important element in the Far Eastern 
jig-saw that often has been 
neglected. Those alarmists who 
chatter about the imminence of 
a Japanese-Soviet treaty gain 
little support from these Tokyo publicists. Some 
of the outstanding issues between Russia and 
Japan, such as the fishery question, the oil and 
coal concessions in North Saghalien, the border 
troubles, and Soviet assistance to the Chiang 
Kai-Shek government, are still far from being 
solved. Until they are Japan will stand aloof 
from Moscow, 

Japan makes it perfectly plain in this bro- 
chure, which really is an unofficialy but author- 
ized statement of Japan’s foreign objectives, that 
she will treat all foreign Powers, including Bri- 
tain, France and the United States, by the reac- 
tions of these powers tc Japan's ambitions in the 
Far East. 

So it becomes clear that the test question is 
not what Japan will do concerning the war now 
raging in Europe, but what European powers 
will do about Japan's war in China. Japan won't 
budge until she gets a clear and convincing 
answer.

Inequality Can Be Easily Rectified 

According to the Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, the total consumption of electricity for 
domestic purposes in Canada in the year 1936 
was © 1,887,116,000 kilowatt hours, and the 
revenue received was $38,399,102.00, 

In that year the total consumption for do- 
mestic purposes in the Province of Saskat- 
chewan was 36,004,000 kwh., and in Ontario the 
total consumption for domestic purposes was 
1,098,598,000 kwh. In Saskatchewan the av- 
erage rate paid by the consumer was 5:14 cents 
per kwh, and in Ontario 1.61 cents per kwh, 

The figures supplied by the Dominion Bu- 
reau of Statistics disclose that 11 out of every 
18 kwh. consumed in Canada for domestic pur- 
poses jin 1936, or 60 per cent of the total, was 
consumed in Ontario, They also disclose that 
71 per cent of all domestic consumption of 
electrity took place in the two provinces of 
Ontario and Quebec; and also that two per cent 
of the total domestic consumption took place 
in Saskatchewan. 

The total revenue in Ontario in 1936 for 
electricity used for domestic purposes was $17,- 
716,636, and if the 8 per cent sales tax is applied 
to those figures, the tax revenue to the Federal 
Government would be $1,420,000, or a levy of 
1,288 mills per kwh. 

Apply the 8 per cent sales tax to the total 
Dominion revenue of $38,399,102 in 1936, and it 
will be found that it works out at a levy of 
1,624 mills per kwh. Ontario, it will be seen, 
would have a levy appreciably below the av- 
erage for the whole Dominion. 

On the other hand, when the 8 per cent levy 
is applied to the total revenue from electricity 
for domestic purposes in Saskatchewan in 1936, 
it works out at 4.112 mills per kwh., or two and 
one-half times the average levy for the whole 
of Canada, 

The contention of the Times-Herald has 
been that the sales tax can be applied to do- 
mestic-consumed electricity on a much fairer 
and more just basis if it were collected on the 
kilowatt hours consumed rather than on the 
price paid by the consumer. It has been sug- 
gested that a levy of one and a half mills per 
kwh. would produce approximately the same 
revenue as the present tax and the burden of 
the tax would fall with equal weight over the 
whole of Canada.—Moose Jaw Times-Herald.

That, he affirms, is 
an undeniable portent,

On This Date 


By FRED WILLIAMS 


Seventy years ago today (February 17, 1870) 
came the second phase of the Red River rebel- 
lion, The convention suggested by Donald 
Smith, the special envoy from Ottawa, had been 
held; an election had been held, whiclf gave 
Louis Riel a clear majority, and thus gave him 
legal status; a “bill of rights” was drawn up to 
be sent to Ottawa by delegates; and it looked as 
if a peaceful compromise was in sight. 

Then, Riel, like most dictators, lost his head 
Displeased at some action of a party of Ontario 
men, he arrested Capt. C. A. Boulton, who came 
from Cobourg, and some 40 others, including 
Thomas Scott, who was to later become “a mar- 
tyr” to many who considered his slaying just 
pure murder under the guise of a court martial. 

The incident was thus described to Sir John 
Macdonald by Donald Smith: “Matters had been 
brought to the psint where the people of the 
settlement had unanimously agreed on sending 
delegates to confer with your government and 
had things remained quiet the gentlemen ap- 
pointed would have set out; but, unfortunately, 
some over-zealous and exceedingly rash persons 
got up an excitement among the English-speak- 
ing portion of the community which has greatly 
delayed the process of pacification , . . Captain 
Boulton was sentenced to be shot by the party 
in power, and, nothwithstanding the intercession 
of almost every person of influence in the settle- 
ment, including Bishop Machray, Archdeacon 
Maclean, the Roman Catholic priests and sisters, 
Mr. Rie] remained firm in his determination to 
carry out the sentence on the 19th instant. Soon 
after 8 o'clock that evening I called on Mr. Rie} 
and was able to bring arguments to bear not 
only to spare Capt. Boulton’s life but also to en- 
sure the liberation of all the prisoners, to take 
place as soon as the provincial council meets 
next week. ...I have travelled much over the 
settlement and sincerely hope and believe I have 
paved the way for a peaceful and early union 
of the country with Canada.” 

Mr. Smith was too hopeful. On March 4 Riel 
ordered the shooting of Scott and the maltreat- 
ment of his body, and all hope of a peaceful 
settlement was at an end, 

Capt. Boulton lived to be the leader of Boul- 
ton's Scouts in the second rebellion in 1885, and 
had the satisfaction of having two of his men 
capture Rie] and take him to the cell in Regina 
from which finally he marched to the scaffold as 
a traitor, Major Boulton was also a senator for 
many years. He died in 1690,

Your Health — By Dr. Frank McCoy 


An abdominal rupture or hernia , 
is usually preceded by a general 
weakness of the abdominal muscles 
and is brought on by an unusual 
pressure due to the intestines being 
distended with food or gas or by ay 
sudden strain resulting from lift-| 
ing or coughing. 

It may be possible to cure a 
hernia that has not progressed too 
far by reducing the internal pres- 
sure and then developing the ab- | 
dominal muscles. Those of you who 
read the physical culture magazines | 
will have read stories of patients 
claiming to have succeeded in clos- 
ing ruptures through exercise. This | 
is quite possible in the milder forms 
but in serious cases, it is usually 
necessary to resort to the injection 
method of treatment, or to an oper- 
ation. 

It is a good plan when wishing 
to try the exercise method, to be- 
gin the treatment as soon as the 
first symptom of pain is felt, or 
as sOon as the patient notices a 
lump. The patient should immedi- 
ately secure a correctly fitted rup- 
ture support and should wear it 
constantly until assured by his doc- 
tor that the cure is complete. 

The next thing to do is to avoi 
all gas-forming foods, such as On- 
cooked cabbage, dried beans,

The quantity of food should be 
kept to the minimum of the body's 
requirements It is a good plan 


to take one or two daily enemas, 
at least at the start of the treatment, | 
and one may be taken in the morn- | 
ing, and one at night, using only 
one quart of plain warm water each | 
tine.

Spider is rated by many as the 
best of all solitaires. It is played 
with two full packs of 52 cards 
After shuffling them together, deal 
10 piles of cards, face down, with 
five cards in each of the first four 
piles and four cards in each of the 
Other six. Then deal one row of 
cards face up on the piles, This lay- 
out uses 54 cards 

Setting aside the balance of the 
pack for the moment, begin build- 
ing. All building is done on the 
tableau — there are no separate 
foundations and no talon, Building 
is in descending sequence, from 
king to ace (stopping at the ace). 
It may disregard both suit and 
color, but the constant effort of 
play must be to get suits assembled. 
With choice of plays, make the 


“natural (in the same suit) build 
in preference to the “unnatural” 
(different suits) unless the latter 


will bring immediate and greater 
advantage. “s 

The rule is that any or al) cards 
in suit and descending sequence on 
top of a tableau pile may be trans- 
ferred as a unit. Thus, from a pile 
topped by s7-s6-s5, all three cards 
may 


eight-spot, or the upper two may 
be moved onto another seven, oF 
the five may be moved onto an- 


other six. From a pile topped by s7- 
h6, the six must be moved before 
the seven is released for play. 

When al] face-up cards have been 
cleared from a pile,.turn up the 
topmost face-down card, A prime 
Object is of course to get all buried 
cards into play. 

A space in the tableau created hy 


be filled by available card. 
That is, any card that can ve 
moved at al] from its pile may be 
put into a space. It is very im- 
portant work for spaces, s0 as 
to utilize them to rearrange “un- 
natural” sequences into “natural,” 
and to uncover buried cards. 

After operations on the original 
layout have come to a Standstill, 
deal a row of 10 cards face up on 
the 10 piles and go to work again
